Martha Johnson member of the Theta 
Xi Chapter of Phi Theta Kappa at East 
Central Junior College in Decatur, Missis¬ 
sippi climaxed her outstanding’ 4-H work 
when she became “the President’s choice” 
of twelve national 4-H achievement win¬ 
ners. December 1, 1963. Miss Johnson’s 
award was a silver serving tray, inscribed : 
“Martha Johnson, national 4-H Achieve¬ 
ment Winner 1963 awarded by the Presi¬ 
dent of the United States.

ness Contest in Columbus, Ohio.
